Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rothschild et al US Patent 6,152,824. A reading of Rothschild by an artisan of ordinary 
skill teaches and discloses each and every claim element of the instant application. 
Columns 3-5 disclose a logon application; column 6 discloses services offered to the 
user including buildings lobbies, game rooms, chat functions, games, etc. Column 7 
discloses a ping protocol. Columns 9-1 1 disclose the game programs and protocols, 
lobbies and chat rooms.
